lias yet been found for 
harvesting 
sweet clover seed. 
Where 
a corn 
linder is available it is a fairly sat- 
istaetory tool if spreaders are put 
on the nose pieces 
to widen 
the 
strip of clover which will he gather­ 
ed. The most common 
method 
of 
cutting at the present time is by the 
use of the grain binder, when the 
seed is about 3-4’s brown. If pans 
ire made and located at the end of 
tile table canvas and at the top of 
the elevator canvas, a fairly good 
job of saving the seed results, ot­ 
herwise sweet clover shatters bad- 
y. Several farm ers are using 
old 
binders which are rigged for strip­ 
ping tiie see«l by removing the cun­ 
ases and 
binding apparatus and

I ersons who voted in the genera 
election of 1924 and who still rt 
side in the same precinct will not 
need to re-register as a special re 
gist rat ion board will see that

names of all these voters are pro 
perly taken care of as provided b\ 
a law enacted by the Legislature in 
1925. 
The new law provides 
that 
each county in Indiana there shal 
be a board of registration compos 
e<l of two members, the county an 
ditor and a member of the opposite 
party to which the auditor belongs 
th at these shall employ clerks and, 
through the month of September, or 
to be exact, through the period be 
tween the fifty-ninth day and 
tin 
twenty-nith day before the Novem­ 
ber election, make up 
a complete 
set of registration 
records, 
pre 
cinet by precinct, for the county. 
It becomes the duty of this reg­ 
istration board to take the enroll­ 
ed vote of each precinct in the elec­ 
tion of 1924 and make up a regis­ 
tration list for such precinct, se t­ 
ting down the names and addresses 
ot all who voted in such precinct in 
that election, except those who have 
moved out or died. 
That rule re ­ 
lieves the voter who participated in 
the 1924 election 
and

Harvesting Sweet Clover 
. A number of 
farmers

,-esting enough seed for their own 


fiiis' during the coming year. In 


>ic\v» of. this fa-ct, a

-iccn 'inade among different fanners 
who have cut sweet clover for seed 
and the resulis are summarized be- 
low :
